Found In B eef Sent to Porto Rloo. 
Heat Probably Spoiled It. 
Chicago, Feb. 18.—Samples of the 
canned beef American soldiers in Porto 
Rloo and On ha said was unfit for food, 
furnished by Alfred E Zinke, Second 
Wisconsin volunteers, have been tested 
chemically and analyzed with respect to 
fitness for food by chemists employed by 
the Chicago Tribune. 
The result of 
these analysis show that in tho cans sub­ 
m itted there was no trace of either borio 
or salicylic acid or any other ohemioal 
preservative in the meat aside from salt 
and that the high temperatures of the 
Cuban, climate in all probability, ac­ 
counted for its apparent unfitness for 
food when opened by the soldiers.

ceed 15 per cent, ranging downward to 
as low as 5 per cent and this only in the 
case of cattle on the ranges. 
A satisfactory business appears to be 
doing on the Pacific (toast and export 
business is fairly active. 
San Francisco 
reports considerable conservatism among 
merchants on account of dry weather.
